the observers are keenly interested 
in weather observing as a hobby; 
others make use of the observations 
to assist them in farming or other 
business activities; some take the 
observations as a public service. 

At the present time there are 
nearly 1,000 co-operative weather 
observers in Canada. These ob¬ 
servers perform their duties with¬ 
out payment from the Meteorolo¬ 
gical Branch and in the public in¬ 
terest take time each morning and 
evening to observe the weather and 
record the temperature and rain¬ 
fall xir snowfall if. any has oc¬ 
curred. Af the end of each month, 
Ihe co-operative observer mails his 
completed report to the 'district 
collection centre. After the district 
centre has extracted certain infor¬ 
mation required locally, these re¬ 
ports are forwarded lo the Climat¬ 
ological DHdsion of the Metreorol- 
ogical Branch in Toronto where 
the records from all stations in 
Canada are processed and publish¬ 
ed in khe various reports of the 
Branch. 

, The awards were announced by 
Andrew Thomson, Director of (he 
Meteorological Branch, who point¬ 
ed out that Ihe co-operative 
climatological observers have made 
a very worthwhile contribution to 
our general knowledge of ihe cli¬ 
mate of Canada. Weather reports 
submitted by all observers of the 
Cnnadiun Meteorological Branch 
are used in the compilation of 
weather statistics for the various 
monthly reports published- by the 
Branch. In addition the data are 
used for computing averages of 
temperature, rainfall, snowfall, etc.

Alberto's development has not been confined to the large cities. Towns and rural areas 
also reflect the growth and the problems of systematic planned expansion that go with 
it. The Government accordingly established the Provincial Planning Advisory Board in 
1951 to determine planning policies. These policies are administered by the Town and 
Rural Planning Branch of the Department of Municipal Affairs. The technical advice and 
assistance of the Branch is available upon request to any Municipality under 5,000 
population which is not a member of a District Planning Commission. An aerial survey 
is made of the community from which contour maps are prepared. Plans are then made 
for subdividing and zoning. Detailed layouts for housing and commercial areas are 
drawn up. In addition a report based on economic and population surveys is prepared 
for a planning period of ten years. Proposals for the orderly development of the 
municipality are included in this report. One half of the cost of the aerial survey is the 
only expense borne by the municipality representing a small percentage of the total 
cost for this complete service. 


ASSESSMENT BRANCH 


Uniformity in assessments for municipal taxation purposes is a problem which has long 
existed. The Assessment Branch of the Department of Municipal Affairs was formed in 
1935 to achieve this end. Since its inception many changes have been incorporated to 
keep pace with the growth of Alberta. It has also boen necessary to alter assessment 
methods in view of the new types of construction and building techniques presently 
being used. Practically all of the towns and villages in the province have requested 
departmental assessments ^er taxation and other purposes. Rural assessments are not 
undertaken by Branch assessors although under certain conditions the government pays 
50% of costs. Urban areas are required to pay one-half the cost of assessment, with the 
government paying the remainder, notwithstanding who carries out the work, whether 
a municipal or government assessor. Assessment Branch sub offices have been established 
at Red Deer. Grande Prairie Calgary and Lethbridge to ensure close liaison with the 
local municipal officials, as wall as to give advice and assistance to appointed municipal 
assessors.
